He heard me on the radio several years ago and then came to hear you al 
the U. after having read Lane- ! s book. Then he came to hear me in dowmtown Mljhs. and ordered your 
books from Dell and eventually got in touch with you. His name is Dr. Rholl, and you probably 
remember it. did a bit of trouble shooting in regard to your books but came up with nothing 
conclusive. He called me the other day and wanted to take me to lunch, and we went out to lunch 
yesterday. He appears honest (if such can be judged) and is fascinated by the case. He wants to 
do what he can by using his many contacts in the medical world to put questions to doctors in var- 
ious places. He is interested in the Rose Cher ami thing since he can’t believe that anyone know- 
ing about it would not make sure it was public knowledge, so I am supplying him with two names to 
see what he does . This will be a good test to begin with . He is a radiologist by training so 
keep that in mind too. In addition, he is a close friend of the brarther of one of our more import 
ant congressmen out here , and has just written him a really fantastic letter asking him to meet 
with me and see the slides. 


On Vince , . I understand your yiews , and I think that I understand psychologically why Vince did 
what he did. It was unfortunate, but that will always be water under the bridge. I would like 
however, to do anything else I can to help get back th&t money that the office owes you. S' My 
last letter to you, mailed airmail yesterday, fills you in on Dave. For God’s sake be very cau- 
tious in not over-interpreting any of the . info it contains with regard to Paul, since making mone^ 
saving deals for the printing out of archives documents which are not secret and which are avail- 
able anyway with Lifton is an entirely different thing with being careless with information — and 
I would find it very hard to believe that Paul could be guilty of the latter. 

Check on the Ray stuff. I file it all away. Good luck with it, and thanks for keeping me in- 
formed. Although I rarely say so, it means a great deal to me that you keep me up to date on sucl 
things , and perhaps it may occasionally pay dividends in that I can discuss these things with you 
without extensive briefing wnce a problem arises . 

As you probably know, I am fascinated by DeMohrenschildt , and in fact, last Christmas in the 
archives was devoted a great deal to documents dealing with him. I will be glad to fulfull any 
requests you have , but you did not say who has these items , or where these people are . Are they 
in the Twin Cities or Dallas , or somewhere else? I will be only too glad to do this . 

I wrote to my new English contact, Mike Masterman, and told him what would be required of him if 
he is to work with you on this thing. He sounds like a good man, and is energetic. 

As you know , I am oh Hargis f mailing list , and the activities of his group are amazing . They do 
a great deal world -wide , and make many trips abroad, and I have been wondering for sane time whetl* 
or not they supply info to federal agencies. 

I will try to get off the letter to Menaker. I have done far too little of that in this case 
because I am so busy. Actually, I am in a better position than almost anyone to write for several 
reasons: I am largely unknown outside of the Midwest and yet know the case quite well, I write on 
stationary from a top med school — Dept, of psychiatry and neurology, which covers the mddical end.

I could dig up references to the "available literature" on homosexuality , but it would take some 
time, unless you just want references to books.

For instance, Nunberg, H. "Homosexuality , Magic and Aggression." in Practice and Theory of 
Psychoanalysis, ppl50-64 Nervous and Mental Disease Monographs, Nervous S. Mental Disease Pub. 

Co., NY, 1948: says from case studies that aggressive impulses are not uncommon in homosexuality, 
j and that this type of homosexuality is often also characterized by paranoia, or at least closer 

f to paranoia, and then he gives a elaborate Freudian explanation. Now , this to me, means little 

in terns of scientific evidence, although it is cited as such in the Handbook of psychiatry by 
Silvano Arieti (the prick who made that early statement that LHO was like alii the other assassins 
alientated, etc.} quoted the first week in all the Dallas papers). While this means little to me 
it is a basic text. Another basic text, Noyes and Kolb, Modem Clinical Psychiatry, 5th ed. 
Saunders, Phila., 1968 says about the same thing, and in addition, notes that a high percentage 
of paranoid schizophrenics have never mateed , something they attribute to a "basic hcmosexual 
orientation"and to anger and hostility which is chronic in them. Freud first introduced the idea 
that paranoid states represent repressed homosexuality: Freud, Sigmund (1911) "Psycho-analytic 
notes upon an autobiographical Account of a case of paranoia (Dementia paranoides)" in Collected 
Papers, Vol.II, pp. 385-470, Basic Books, NY , 1959, but there is no proof for this. Homosexuality 
(Arieti, p575) is sometimes encountered among psychopaths. H. Ellis, in his Studies in the 
Psychology of Sex, Randan House, NY, 1942, noted that homosexuality and sado-masochism often 
odcurs with homosexuality, (i.e. probably Shaw and Ferrie both). A psychological problem which 
may be of even more interest to us is that of paranoia. While there are many varieties of para- 
noids, all generally have chronic anger and hostility, and those are the most general symptoms 
of Hie state. The MMPI scale for paranoia has mostly items dealing with agger and hostility. 

The critics have always , if making any note of it at all in discussions , noted that a person undei 
the delusion that JFK was a member of the Int. Commie Conspiracy, might have reason to kill him. 
Far more relevent is that a paaanoid (pamnoid schizophrenia, paranoid, state, or paranoia) 

would tend to be hostile an a ggr y , something which could lead to an assassination if he were also 
action-oriented. Paranoids, for instance, contrary to popular belief, don't tend to run scared, 
but rather are those who fight back. They like litigation, collect facts to support their views, 
etc. This is why typical psychiatrists assume that the critics are paranoids — the fact that we 
claim to have much evidence means nothing, since all paranoids do that. Believe me, I have en- 
countered this . The main problem is that psychiatry is not in any way a science , and most of the 
writing is theoretical. Psychology has a scientific orientation, but that means that theee is 
much it hasn't studied. What I gave you in my notes was my summation of what I had read plus the 
clinical experience of myself and my collegues — not anything to be found inone source. Some of il 
was dervived from a general knowledge of psychopathology and personality. Another thing which 
shouldn't be over looked, by the way, is psychopathy. A psychopath seems to feel no# guilt or 
anxiety at breaking the law or killing someone , and would do it for money or seme small reason . . 
People tend to forget that there is such a thing, and it isn't just in a r are killed, but^a trait 
shared in part by many of those on the other side of the law, or some of those in right wing grout 
and probably many of those among mercenary groups. 

What still puzzles me is why the typing has to be real nice for an offset earner^, if you are 
trying for commercial publishing. Would they be using offset?
